Why is it that during those pre- 
war years the totalitarian countries 
had lots of money to build huge 
war machines, but the countries of 
the British Empire and the other 
democracies were kept helplessly 
disarmed, unable to even feed their 
people properly, through lack of 
money? Could it be that the Inter-| 


tion, no consumption, no tsansport-| national Money Power sought the 


ation nor any other aspect of the 
national life can operate without 
money. It should be plain that the 


issue and control of money is 
sovereign power which, in a democ- 
racy, should be vested in the 
people. 


Yet we find that this sovereign | 
power has been handed over to a 
private monopoly. (It should be 
| emphasized, in passing, that blame 
for this cannot be attached to the 
;}men and women operating our 
| banks, who for the most part are 
persons of high integrity who are 
obliged to operate the established 
system.) 

The principal features of the 
monetary system in general opera- 
tion throughout the world are; 

(1) The central bank is usually 
responsible for the issue of paper | 
bills and coins. These are manu- 
factured in exactly the same way 
that metal ornaments or printed 
stationery is manufactured. There 
is nothing mysterious or sacrosanct 
about the procedure, 

(2) Howecer, paper bills and 
coins are merely the small change 
of society. Over ninety-five per cent 
/of money transactions are carried 
out by the transfer of figures from | 
one account to another on the books 
| of the commercial banks. These fig- 
ures represent “monetary credits” 
which serve all the purposes of 


money, and the private commercial | 


banks have the sole monopoly for 
using this kind of money. 

(3) For practical purposes all 
money is issued by the banks as 
belonging to them and is only loan- 
ed into existence, Thus every doliar 
in existence represents a debt owing 
to the banks. And because the pre- 
ponderance of money is financjal 
credit created by the commercial 
banks, nearly all the money in exis- 
tence is owned to these private in- 
| stitutions, 

(4) The volume of money manu- 

factured and issued by the com- 


paper bills put out by the central 


bank, and this, in turn, is controlled | 


by the international exchanges 
which are controlled by a small 
to as “International Finance.” 

(5) The system operates in such 
a way that indebtedness to the 
financial institutions is always 
greater than the money which the | 
public possesses to liquidate this | 
indebtedness 

This is the system which operates 
in Canada, and in spite of the bed- | 
time stories about it which are be- 
ing put over the radio by the Cana- 
dian Bankers’ Association, it will be 
apparent that the system is ingen- 
iously designed to control every 
aspect of the economy and to keep 
the country in perpetual pawn to 
the private money monopoly. But 
its implications go much further 
than that. 


Ww 
Supreme Racket 


We find that, the democratic con- 
stitution notwithstanding, the eco- 
nomic voting power of the people 
is controlled by a private monopoly, 
which, by its control of money, can 
decide how much shall be produc- 
ed, under what conditions it shall 
be produced, and how much may 
be consumed. The situation would 
be paralleled in the political sphere 
if every person had to vote under 
the penalty of death, but a private 
ballot-issuing authority put out only} 
a limited number of ballots, in the! 
mad scramble for which everybody 
would use almost any device to es-| 
Cape the penalty of not getting a 
ballot; then having got the ballot! 
the person could use it only in the 
manner directed by the private 
ballot-issuing authority. 

A moment's reflection will slow 
that the operation of a monetary 
system, with universal control con- 
centrated in the hands of a few 
men, operating through a network | 
of private institutions and in a} 
manner which arbitrarily restricts | 
the amount of money, and always 
'distrbutes an insufficient amount 
of purchasing power, is a system of 
organized tyranny more powerful

Only WRENin 
Liaison Work 


HUMBERSTONE, Ont., Nov 
Leading Wren Joan Cole, of Cal 
gary, Alta. who makes her head- 
quarters in this litthke town which 
sprawls along the banks of the Wel 
land Canal, just seven miles from 
Welland, is the only Wren doing 
Naval Liaison work in the Women’s 
Royal Canadian Naval Service, As 
such, she boards Allied naval, mili- 
tary and coast guard vessels passing 
through the Welland Canada, one 
of the busiest man-made waterways 
in the world, Through the relaxed 
green water in this “ditch” ploughs 
more shipping tonnage than is 
handled by either the Suez or Pan- 
ama Canals. 

Leading Wren Cole's duties are 
to interview the captains of the 
vessels and to obtain certain  in- 
formation for the naval authorities. 
The nature of the candice she 
culls is the secret of the Navy and 
Leading Wren Cole, On this sub- 
ject, she upholds the Navy tradition 
for being the “silent service”. 

Actually, this quiet Scots widow 
who served for 16 months as a 
clerk with the Women's Army Aux- 
iliary Corps in Britain duri: the 
Great War, boards a ship very sel- 
dom. At first, she did. Now the 
captains revort to her in her tidy 
office in the Canal Administration 
Building where she is on duty 24 
hours a day, e 


STAYS ON LAND 
“When the traffic was heavy in 
the canal, we discovered that my

ceedings considerably”, she says, 
“Now, the captain reports to me 
immediately as soon as his ship ties 
up and we get him out of here in 
jig time’, Wren Cole has taken up 
quarters a scant block from the Ad- 
ministration building. When a ship 
is reported coming through the 
Canal, she is called and is ready and 
waiting when the captain appears to 
make his report, 

At first, the naval men were sur- 
prised when they discovered that 
they were expecetd to make their 
reports to a woman. But Mrs, Cole 
thinks she has established herself 
now in their minds as a person who 
is competent to handle the work, 
“I guess they're getting used to 
me,” she laughs. “And I have no 
doubt they have been warned there 
is a woman on duty here, They 
ask for me now when they tie 
up.” 

Leading Wren Cole was born in 
Scotland “more years ago than she 
likes to remember,” In her native 
country she worked as a post office 
clerk and took hospital training 
and studied telegraphy, She came 
to Canada in 1921, married a Cana- 
dian and settled in Calgary, Alta,

For eighteen months before Can- 
ada had any women’s services, Mrs 
Cole was a member of the Cana 
dian Auxiliary Territorial Service 
in Calgary, She rose from N.C,O 
to the rank of Captain and second- 
in-command of the unil, took 
courses in Morse signalling, rifle 
and revolver shooting and map 
reading. She started a cadet corps 
of younger girls whom she in- 
structed, She is particularly proud 
of the naval cadets she taught 
Morse.
